Mr. Hiibbell 
IBS repeated in his letter to tho civil ser- 
vice reformers, and the .Republican inem- 
jers of Cougress have reiterated it again 
and again on the floor of tho House.

ias been conclusively sh.own that no one 
was over discharged or annoyed in any of 
ihe Executive Departments, for failing to 
contribute to the Republican campaign 
fund, and tho civil service reformers have 
in vain been appealed to to point out a 
single instance of the kind.

The following little note clipped from 


a Madison dispatch to tho Republican 
Sentinel, caught our eye recently find we 
reproduce it hore in order to say a word 
or two about tho promoted instructor. 


"Mr. Lucius Heritage, at present an 


instructor in the University, was raised 
to the position of assistant professor of 
Latin, which iippoiirs to bo a prelimnary 
wtop to elevating him to a full professor- 
ship." 


Away back in tho ante-bellum days we 


know tho now "Assistant Professor oE 
Latin" as a alim, pale-faced lad in the lit- 
tle town of Milton. We went off to war, 
were gone four years and a quarter, and 
then spent three years more in Chicago 
and finally went back to Milton to teach 
Mathematics in tho College; and now 
whom should we find iu one of our high- 
er classes but tho same lad, then grown 
to be a man, tall and as straight us an ar- 
row. 
Ho was finishing hia collegiate 


course and had boon obliged to stop iu 
tho meantime and work for a year or 
more in a Janesvillo wagon shop to earn 
some money and to regain his health, 
which was never robust. But what a 
scholar he was I General Geometry and 
Calculus were almost like child's play to 
him, andGreek and Latin were absorbed 
as though either wai his native tongue. 
Ho seemed to have a perfect genius for 
preparing his lessons; but tho secret 
came out one day and showed that ho had 
that best of all geniuses, the genius for 
hard work. When asked how ha man- 
aged to always havo such perfect lessons, 
hu simply said that ten hours a day at 
tho bench was nothing to the labor lie 
put ou his tasks. He had an enormous 
capacity and inclined for hard work and 
that obstinate tenacity of purpose which 
lasts to tho triumphant end. 


After graduating ho taught Markliam's 


Academy iu Milwaukee and in tho High 
School in St. Paul, then spent a year or 
more iu Gerniauy aud some two years 
ago was made instructor of Latin in the 
State University with the result chouicl- 
od. He is doubtless one of the best Lat- 
in scholars in tho State, being able to 
converse with easo in that difficult lan- 
guage aud to use a very close approxima- 
tion to the conversational method in his 
classes. Ho is busily engaged in prepar-. 
ign a Latin text with critical and explan- 
atory notes which will probably bo pub- 
lished in duo time and if health aud 
strength aro spared him his future will 
certainly be one of brilliant scholarship. 
Mo moro splendid example can be found 
iu the State ot what a young man may do 
it he will and the more such young men 
the University calls to its aid the better 
for the cause of education, as we.'l as of

lixed after the Input) of Uiirl.y or forty 
<'ijiitiirics that tin; liiinnost knife-blado 
cannot be inserted between thorn. These 
ttiicieut Egyptian:!, then, could learn 
nothing froin us in thus lino oE business; 
but we might lenrn a vast deal from 
them. Kven the ruins of their buildings 
mal;o modem architects ashamed. What 
must those, buildings have been in tho 
pride of their you'-h mid strength ? The 
stateliest structures of London,Paris and 
Now York ni'o niero card-houses in coin- 
jiatisim with the temples aud pnlaccs 
yyhirh oijeo lined tho'bauks of tho jSTilo. 
Abrahani and Mo.-.es saw grander speci- 
mens of -architecture in Kgypt than can 
be seen in our own times anywhere on 
the face of the earth. The liothschilds 
with all their money, cannot buy such 
moehanieul sUill as their ancestors in 
Egyptian bun,luge, witnessed, and prob- 
abl'v iu*i.-ted. 
It' the art of building is 


not lost, it has at least woefully degen- 
erated, and might bo rediscovered to 
tho profit of all concerned 
Yet in tlio 


fa'ce'of these faets, which every school- 
boy ia supposed to know, a gentleman 
whoso" profession is usually accompanied 
by a reasonable amount of learning re- 
cently said in a public address in our 
citv, that no valuable inventions had 
ever been given to the world outside of 
Christianity. What could he havo been 
thinking of? Certainly not of what he 
was saying. 
Tho nrcli, for instance, 


was invented nobody knows when or 
by whom ; but, at tho very lowest cal- 
culation, thousands of years before the 
Christian era. The immense masses of 
stone of which tho Pyramids are com- 
posed were lifted to their places _ by 
machinery ot which wo know nothing. 
Who invented it? We cannot even get 
out snc-h slones as can be seen to-day in 
abandoned Egyptian quarries. 
Who 


invented the n'rt of quarrying? A small 
lens, such as might have- been used in a 
rude telescope, has been found among 
tho riibbish:of N.i'.t.c.veh. 
Who invented 


that? Tho bricks of which Nineveh 
and Babylon wore built, aro in fair preser- 
vation to-day, and most of our knowl- 
edge of the Chaldeans and their institu- 
tions is derived from inscriptions on 
clay tablets. 
Who invented tho art of 


brick-making, and tho stamping of let- 
ters and tiguros in clay ? Tho Greeks 
had the art of manipulating marble in 
such supreme perfection that the best of 
our sculpture is but n inisr.ritblo imita- 
tion 
of theirs. 
Yet t:io (l-reeks were 


not Christians. 
Tho 1'ompeian frescoes 


aro musnies --an1 far mom beautiful, as 
woll as more lasting, than ours. Yet 
they wero not done by Christians. It is 
now believed that gunpowder and the 
mariner's compass, and other important 
inventions, including the germ-of the 
printing-press were known in China 
long before- Europe obtained them. Yet 
tho Chinese were not and aro not Chris- 
tians. 
Tin r.i is too nnieh of this "zeal 


without, knowledge." 
Tt does no good, 


and indirectly, not a little harm. 
"Let 


justice be bcYlone," even to the ancient 
heathen, "though the heavens fall."— 
St, Louis Republican.

gees from RiiiiPiii have bcfcn subjected to 
persecutions in this country scarcely less 
distressing and 'di^gracel'i'.! than those- 
from which tln-y fl^d. 
Tii'o ' Brooklyn 


'Eurjl,: stales the liisU.rv'of the beginning 
of trouble in linssia r.s' follows : 
"lu March, 3879, nine Jews in Eussia 


were brought up fur trial in the Cauca- 
sus on uhargo of having slain ;i Christian 
child and tapped its blood for Passover. 
This same.hideous fiction, according to 
Emma.Lazarus, was revived simultane- 
ously' -in several disti-icts, 
invariably 


leading to..riot, pillage and . murder. 
Prom that time to the present one hun- 
dred'thousand Jewish families in Russia 
have been reduced to homeless beggary, 
and eighty million dollars' worth of 
property has been destroyed, 
'Men 


have been cruelly murdered, women 
brutally outraged, children dashed to 
'pieces or burnt alive in their homes.' 
Such has been the result of the recent 
Jewish persecution, and thousands of 
these unfortunate people have become 
exiles from the hind of their birth." 


Tho headqniirters of tho Hebrew Emi- 


grant Aid. Society of the United States 
nre at No. 15, State street, New York. 
Tho purpose is to take caro of the refu- 
gees who are coming in from Kussia. Mr. 
S. Schwab, from Brooklyn, is tho Super- 
intendent. 
" ' What do you do with tho emigrants 


upon their arrival ?' asked the reporter. 
" 'When they reach here,' replied, tho 


Superintendent, ' they are. poorly clad 
and many of them are unwell. We clean 
them up, give them new clothes and the 
sick-aro cared for by-.onr physicians. 
Wo then try to iiiul employment for 
them. Wo now have forty men at work 
in Grocupoint at one dollar a day. Sixty 
mon have been sent recently to Portland, 
Conn., and the United States Stamping 
Company has employed a large number.' 
" 'What kind of employment do these 


mon prefer ?' 
" ' Well, must, of l.hem aro anxious to 


work on a fiirni. 
We have a depot at 


Hartford, Conn., whom we supply tho 
New England liirmerfi with help. Last 
week HID Hoc'.rty s nut five men out West 
and gave them money to buj' land. 
They aro to report how they succeed, 
and if the experiment works well, wo 
shall send alargn n.nnber to tho West- 
ern States. 
Tho men who have trades 


wo can easily provide for, as this class of 
men, as a general thing, aro first-class 
workmen,' 
" ' Most of these mon aro married, are 


they not?' 


"Yes, probably the majority of them 


have wives and children. 
" 'What has become of their families?' 
"In answering 
this 
question Mr. 


Schwab called up an intelligent yoitng 
man, who said that during the 'riots in 
Eussia tho Hebrews, in endeavoring to 
hido themselves from tho mobs, often 
became separated from their fainilics— 
children would lose sight of their moth- 
ers and wives of their husbands. 
In 


many cases the women and children 
found refuge in Austria, where they 
where provid. d for by Hebrew societies 
in Paris and London. 
Mr. Schwab told 


a story of a Jew who caruo to Now 
York a few months ngo. 
Ho found em- 


ployment as a hod-currier, and when he 
had saved money enough ho sent for his 
wife and children to como to America. 
His wife could not be found, but his two 
children, a boy sixteen and a girl thir- 
teen, had just arrived, and Mr. Schwab 
pointed thorn out to the writer. Ho said 
they were to be sent to Cincinnati, whero 
their father was. The Superintendent 
said that nearly every immigrant had a 
relative or friend that ho was anxious to 
send for, and for this reason they wore 
very impatient to be at work and earn- 
ing money. 
" 'Have the imuiigauts been nnnoyed 


much here in Greonpoint?' inquired the 
reporter. 
" 'Yes, we have sufl'erod greatly,'said 


Mr. Schwab. 
'Only this morning one 


of our men, on his way to work, was so 
badly stoned that ho was obliged to re- 
turn home, and is now under the caro of 
a doctor. 
Our mon can't hardly go put 


of tho building alouo without being 
hooted at, stoned, clubbed, and annoyed 
in every way possible. 
It is not so bad 


as when we first came here. Before my 
bath-rooms were in order I used to send 
the men to tho point to bathe them- 
selves. 
They were followed by tho 


hoodlums of Grocnpoiut, who abused 
them frightfully. Several of tho men 
hero whom you see with bandages about 
their heads were injured on those occa- 
sions. I called upon Captain Ehodes 
and told him I must have police protec- 
tion. Ho said he had a largo territory 
to cover, and but few men to do it with. 
Ho promised, however, that ho would 
station a man in tho vicinity of our
